This was a ruse by which il was hoped to draw 
off a part of the attacking force, they: them- 
selves galloping back into position on the 


reverse side of the hill. The enemy's guts 
then codsed firing, while our: artille now 
having, (wo batteries in action, prepared the 


wity for the infantry assault, sending bursting 
sharpmel along the -Bocr position. Thynder- 
clouds behind the bills nude an ominous back- 
ground for the lurid light of the bursting shells. 
It was evident that the attack must be pressed 
home before the night; so, after halfun hour's 
pre} ion, the infantry received orders to 
advance., ‘Che Devonshire Regiment were 
given the task of delivering the front attack, 
with the Manchesters, supported by the 
Gordon Highlanders, on the right. flank, for 
which they had to miakt a wide detour. This 
was nC 4.30 pan, and the Tain, fell in deluges a 


quarter ofan hour later, As the infantry attack 
developed, the enemy brought forward 3 guns 
into position, and’ commenced shelling .the 


advancing tines. : 

The Devons, who were stolidly pushing across 
the open, cutting the impeding wire entungle- 
ments put up by the enemy, were extended as 
much as possible, this being: the only method 


‘ by which the’ men could hope to face the 


Mauser and Maxim fire.’ Nothing could be 
finer than the: undaunted front this battalion 
displayed, while edging forward against the 
fire poured upoi it from moderna arms, The 
Gordons, skirting the batteries in action, cut in 
on the left of the Manchesters, and’ marched 
steadily in company column, until the boulder- 
strewn Nek of the cnemy’s ridge was reached. 
This paint was‘ three-quarters of a mile from 
“the Boer guns, in front of te Gardong; and 
from this position were three successive ridges 


“', running diagonally’ across the-flat hill-top, each 


commanded by a strony force behind it. The 
hill itself was one muss.of.boulders, The regi- 
ment was'many times driven back ; yet righting 
themselves, the troops on the summit pushed 
on.. The first ridge was already a shambles, but 
the weight of numbers carried the men on.

camp was burned, B 

At Segon a band of escdped convicts from 
‘the French prison at New Caledonia, who, since 
they escaped in a stolen schooner five months 
ago, had been robbing and raiding, were anni- 
hilated and their crimp destroyed, ‘They were 
slain toa man by the men-of-warsmen, Their 
number was not learned, but it 1s said to have 
been about twelve or fifteen, ’ 

At Lepers Island, where'the Governor was 
killed some time ago, the two ships fired upon 
and destroyed the native villages, nothing be- 
ing Ieft after they. steamed away but a few 
smoldering thatches, 

. On one island was a camp of “beachcombers” 
and white sailors of different nationalities, the 
refuse of the various ports in the Southern Seas, 
These men had carried away a number of 
native women from one of the island villages. 
In revenge the natives seized a number of 
missionaries, seven in all, five Catholics and 
two Protestants, The majority of the mission- 
aries were. easily captured, but one made a 
vigorous fight and shot one of the natives, Pre: 
parations had been made forthe killing and 
eating of the missionaries when the warships 
opportunely arrived and rescued them.
